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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 02/23/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

On pages 5-7 of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that the AAPA does not 
teach resuming the call on the traffic channel that is first available between a recovered 
traffic channel and the assigned traffic channel. 

In response, the AAPA does indeed teach resuming the call on the traffic channel 
that is first available between a recovered traffic channel and the assigned traffic 
channel (see the Applicant's Background of The Invention, page 4 lines 10-11, in the 
Applicant's Background of The Invention, any traffic channel that is available for the first 
time reads on applicant's "traffic channel that is first available"). In addition, applicant's 
specification or claims fails to further define how the traffic channel can be "available 
between ". Therefore, AAPA indeed teaches applicant's claimed limitation with a 
broadest reasonable interpretation. 

On page 7 of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that HoogenA/erf fails to teach 
resuming the call on the traffic channel that is first available between a recovered traffic 
channel and the assigned traffic channel. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
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1986). In this case, the AAPA does indeed teach resuming the call on the traffic 
channel that is first available between a recovered traffic channel and the assigned 
traffic channel (see the Applicant's Background of The Invention, page 4 lines 10-11, in 
the Applicant's Background of The Invention, any traffic channel that is available for the 
first time reads on applicant's ''traffic channel that is first available"), and the 
combination of the AAPA, Schroderus and HoogenA/erf does indeed teach applicant's 
claimed invention. In addition, applicant's attention is directed to the teaching of the 
AAPA, Schroderus and HoogenA/erf in the previous Office action. 

For the above reasons, the examiner believes that the rejections to claims are 
proper.
